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Spiritual Growth

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A radio message delivered at the 
North Cleveland, Church of God, 
Sunday, January 12, at 1:30 p. m. 
Before I begin my message this after- 

noon, I should like to extend greetings to 
the convention now convening at Nas- 
sau, Bahamas; to Brother R. P. Johnson, 
Assistant General Overseer, who is pres- 
ent at the convention; and to Brother J. 
B. Camp, missionary to Jamaica, who, 
with his fam:ly, arrived in Kingston, Ja- 
maica, just fifty-five minutes ago, ac- 
cording to plane schedule. 

My subject for this afternoon is 
“Growth,” and for a text I shall use 2 
Peter 3:18, “But grow in grace, and in 
the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” 

Throughout the 

~ New Testament, 

_ Christian character 
is regarded as a 
' growth. Sometimes 
the growth is 
referred to as 
architectural — as 
growth of a 
building; some- 
times physiological, 
Christ being tle 
Head and we grow- 
ing up into Him in 
all things; sometimes as generic growth, 
as in the case of the vine, which brings 
forth more and more fruit under pruning 
and culture. The capacity of growth is 
that which, more than anything else, dis- 
tinguishes one mind from another. 

Here we are told that grace and knowl- 
edge are the things we should grow in. 
Grow in grace and knowledge—not that 
we grow into it. We must have that 
grace in our hearts, and that knowledge 
of Christ, before we can grow. Notice 
in the verse preceding this text, “Beware 
lest ye fall.” That is the signal to all to 
be very careful. In knowing these things, 
we should be very careful—knowing the 
Lord, knowing that there are pitfalls and 
dangers all along the way. We should be 
careful in our walk and then take the 
course commanded here. Knowing these 
things, grow in grace and in knowledge. 
Now this, of course, gives the figure of 
the growth from infancy to manhood. 

The ancient gods were born full 
grown. Minerva sprang a full dressed war- 
rior from the forehead of Jove. But the 
Christians begin as babes in Christ and 
advance through certain conditions of 
normal growth “to the measure of tke 
stature of the fullness of Christ.” Praise 
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God! You look at the little grain of 
wheat—so small, and yet within it is such 
great potentialities, something that can be 
developed, and there will be life growing 
from it. 

The Greek root verb of “growth” 
means, to rejoice or to be glad. Grace is 
that which makes the heart glad with 
pure gladness. The grace of God and the 
grace of Jesus is the graciousness, the 
gentleness, the harmony of life in God 
and in His Son. When you meet a gra- 
cious person, though you may not be able 
to describe him, you are left with a sat- 
isfaction and a pleasure. The word 
“grace” sums up the manifold divine 
gifts—the gift of holiness, the gift of the 
love of God, the gift of love for men, the 
gift of spiritual energy. ll spiritual 
hopes, all ripening of holy endeavors are 
due to the divine life within, through 
the grace of God in Christ. As sunsh.ne 
thaws the frozen earth and causes seed to 
spring up, so God’s grace shines upon the 
soul, causing to appear those divine graces 
of holiness and righteousness. 

What does “knowledge” mean? The 
knowledge of Christ is such a sympathetic 
entering into the supreme and motive 
forces of His life, as shall by its gradual 
increase lead us into the perfection of 
spiritual life. To know more of Jesus is to 
know more of God. To know Christ is to 
know God. The sooner we recognize His 
hand in all the dispensations of Provi- 
dence, to know Him in His works, to read 
His handwriting in the fabric of the 
earth and of the heavens, to feel His love 
in His dealings with us, to impress His 
love upon our heart by translating it into 
love for man also, then we think of the 
spirit of the double love, examine our- 
selves, learn to understand our own 
hearts, to discover and to combat its self- 
ishness and lurking pride day by day, 
hour by hour, to labor without ceasing 
for the expulsion of its enemies and sen- 
sual lusts, to get the mastery over the 
tongue, the eyes, the ears, to subdue ease, 
sloth, peevishness, anger, forgetting self 
to serve our neighbors with real interest 
and ardor, and finally to order all our 
domestic concerns and cares with pains- 
taking devotion to the holy will of Ged. 
We can’t understand possibly at all times 
necessary the things in this life and in 
the life of Christ; and no one can under- 
stand about the growth who lias never 
had this new birth in Christ. 

Take the painter who admires a great 
masterpiece of art. He begins to describe 
to you the beauties of a painting, and 


you can catch some glimpses of the im- 
portance of it; but then you say, “Why 
rave about it?” “Why say so much about 
it?” Then he points out, “Well”—if you 
are to understand painting, you must first 
know the elements of painting. You must 
know your coloring, the spacing, the dis- 
tance, and all of those features; in fact, 
he says that you just can’t understand 
it unless you have undertaken to be a 
painter. Neither can you in radio land or 
elsewhere, here even in this congregation, 
understand, if you have not become a 
child of God, what we are talking about 
—this growth, this development, in 
Christ. Ah, it is something—but even the 
doctors can’t describe growth. They can 
tell you some of the things that will hin- 
der growth and progress in development, 
but to define life—that is one thing that 
Nature holds reservedly in her hands, so 
that no one can, ofcourse, know just 
what it is. The physician can tell you 
some things to help you, but he can’t tell 
you what life is. So this growth we are 
talking about is that that helps us to de- 
velop into real Christian manhood and 
womanhood, that which Christ is exhort- 
ing here. Of course, in order to have the 
proper growth we must have health and 
we must have vital force. 

If you wish to know whether or not 
you have grown over a period of years, 
you get that coat that you wore when a 
boy and try it on and see how it fits. 

Think now of when you even doubted 
your own Christian experience. When 
clouds would pass heavily over your 
mind, you questioned whether or not you 
were really saved. But those moments 
have gone forever and you have grown to 
know the Lord of reality. He is real in 
your life and so precious to you, and 
thus we see this growth. Much could be 
said as to what would be the test of grow- 
ing. When we think of growing, we think 
of the power to resist temptations. Look 
at the oak: though when a very small 
plant, a boy can pull it up, yet after years 
of growth it resists the mighty storms. 
Another test of growth, (not so easily 
applied) of Christian growth, is beauty 
of character, and it is the most conclus- 
ive. So, when I think of the development 
and the progress—the growth of the 
Church of God, I can see those tests of 
growth applied. 

By request I am giving you a gist of 
history relative to this work. We hope 
that you in radio land will get a little bet- 
ter acquainted with us.

The Earth THROUGH the years people have become ter- 
Abides ribly frightened because of great calamities and 

inundations that have come upon the earth, 
thinking that they are the impending judgments of God signal- 
ing the end of the world. Soon after the scare that has been 
brought about by these great calamities, all settle down and 
forget that there has ever been 
such a thing, and men seem not to 
be afraid any more until another 
calamity has come. 

Ever since Christ was upon the 
earth people have been talking 
about the world coming to an end. 
The apostles evidently had such a 
thought in mind when they inter- 
rogated Jesus relative to a state- 
ment that He had made about the 
destruction of the temple in Jeru- 
salem. ‘Tell us,” said they, 
“when shall these things be? and 
what shall be the sign of thy com- 
ing, and of the end of the world?” 
Matt. 24:3. Jesus gave them the 
answer to their question just as 
they had asked it, but there is no j 
place in Scripture where there is a prediction that the earth 
shall come to an end. 

The Greek word for “world” in the incident referred to is 
“gion” and is properly translated “the age,” referring to the 
close of a particular era. In many places in the New Testament, 
however, the word “world” is taken from the Greek word 
“kosmos” and means orderly arrangements or order of, thus we 
might have the end of the world to refer to the end of a partic- 
ular era or age or to refer to the end of a certain order.

ing at things in this light it may be that after all President 
Roosevelt was more farsighted than many give him credit of 
being, when he said, “if the world survive.” If, however, the 
President had reference to the earth, then we must conclude 
that there is no danger of the earth coming to an end, for we 
know that the earth will abide forever as world orders come and 
go, and that after its renovation it will be the final abode of 
the righteous throughout the endless ages. 

THERE recently appeared an article in the 
Gospel Herald with the above caption. In this 
article we have a statement from a man of 
practical life, a great.man but one purely of the world, who 
said, “If I could enact one statute for all the women of Ameri- 
ca, it would be that each of them should read the Book of Ruth 
once a month.” A statement of this kind is of great signifi- 
cance, especially coming from a man of the world. It makes 
one think. It is a great tribute to a part of the Bible. , 

It is impossible for us to tell just what caused him to make 
such a statement. It might have been that it was something in 
his own life, or his family affairs, that caused him to feel so 
about the Book of Ruth. It might have grown out of his ad- 
miration for the womanly faith and devotion of the character 
that has given the book its name. It is true that those traits 
which raise women to their very best are described in a dramatic 
narrative of great beauty and charm, insomuch that the Book 
has been pronounced one of the most beautiful pieces of litera- 
ture in the world. 


A Woman’s 
Book 


The question is asked in the ar- 
ticle, ‘What makes literature 
really beautiful except the truth it 
expresses and the emotion it de- 
picts and the love it portrays?”- 
And then again, “The Book of 
Ruth for women! But what book 
in the Bible would take its place 
for men? It would be difficult to 
say?” With all the questions that 
may be asked and all the state- 
ments that may be made relative 
to the Bible or any part of it, it 
remains that it contains some- 
thing for every individual. In fact, 
it makes no difference what one’s 
trouble is, there is a prescription 
contained in the Word of God 
which exactly fits the man or 
woman and the trouble for which he or she needs help. The 
whole Bible is for all of us and it is that Book which will trans- 
form the lives of men and women into a better civilization, a 
better community, a better home, and a better individual. 


Need 


FROM the Pentecostal Evangel we have the 
following: “A visitor to Russia said to one 
of his guides, ‘So you young people think 
you can live without God?’ to which the confident reply came, 
“We do live without God.’ ” All the people in the world are not 
as brazen as the Russian youth about carrying on in life without 
God, yet they do not think of God and never give God any 
praise for what He is to them or has done for them. But we ask 
the question, Does any one carry on without God? Even though 
it may not be a realization, it is a fact that God provides the 
necessities of life—food, water, and health. He is the Creator 
of man and thus cares for him whether or not he realizes it, so 
man may say what he wishes, he does not live without God. It 
might be said to the Russian youth, You think you can live 
without God, can you die without Him? The answer comes, 
Whether or not men feel that they can, if they live without ac- 
knowledging God they will die without a knowledge of Him.

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The Office Work of the Holy Spirit 


The Holy Ghost, the greatest gift of 
GOD to mankind, always has been, is 
and always shall be an untiring WORK- 
ER. Otherwise He would not be eternal. 
Heb. 9:14. The Psalmist David declares 
there is no place we might go and be rid 
of His presence (Psalms 139:7), He be- 
ing everywhere at the same time. The 
all-sufficient knowledge of GOD’S 
Spirit a million times surpasses the com- 
bined knowledge of the entire universe. 
1 Cor. 2:10-13. Words were never 
penned by mortal man that could in any 
sense describe the all-powerfulness of the 
Spirit of GOD. Luke 1:35; Rom. 15:19. 

Since we are told by the Holy Writ 
that GOD’S Spirit is eternal, is every- 
where, knows everything, and is the most 
powerful influence in all the universe, we 
feel that we have a perfect right to ex- 
pect great things to come to pass in the 
life of man by his coming in contact 
with that heaven-sent influence. 

Jesus told Nicodemus that he must be 
born again. John 3:17 says that man can 
be saved from his burden of sin because 
Jesus came for that very purpose. Thus 
we see that the new birth is the first di- 
rect result of meeting and yielding to the 
tender wooing Spirit of GOD. 

The Spirit of GOD is also the source of 
all wisdom, grace and humility, which we 
all need if we are to walk acceptably be- 
fore HIM. Isa. 11:12; John 14:26. 

The Holy Ghost has not only been 
known to name or appoint ministers on 
certain occasions (see Acts 13:2, 4; 20: 
28) but designated where for them to 
preach the gospel or not to. 

Another work of the Holy Spirit is the 
sanctifying of GOD’S children. Rom. 
15:16. The dictionary says that it is the 
act of making holy. Then it would natu- 
rally follow that a sanctified person can 
reasonably be expected to show forth the 
fruits of the Spirit to the extent that he 
or she will be easily entreated, tender- 
hearted, compassionate, or, in short, much 
more like Christ than before they re- 
ceived that blessed experience, always 
willing to go more than half way, if needs 
be, for the sake of peace and proving the 
presence of the Spirit by practicing self- 
sacrifice and self-denial which we do not 
hear much about in these last and mod- 
ern times. Bible holiness will undoubtedly 
enable one or make him willing to prefer 
his brother before himself or at least on 
a par with him. 

The Holy Spirit is not only the greatest 
of -teachers, able to enlighten us in all 
matters pertaining to heavenly things, 
but: is the only safe leader. A leader is 
not a driver, nor will the Spirit be driven 
or even be led into places or things where 
Jesus Himself would not go. I once heard 
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of a great preacher who laid down his re- 
ligion long enough to whip another man, 
and when he came back after having 
whipped the man he could not find his 
religion. There is nothing more certain 
than that if we are constantly led by the 
Spirit we will be found walking in ac- 
cordance with His will. Our life will not 
only please Him but our hands will find 
many reasonable jobs that we will not on- 
ly be able to do but we will find a real 
joy in doing only after we have prayed 
ourselves into a holy atmosphere with 
Him, and learned the glorious lesson of 
the necessity of BIBLE CONSECRA- 
TION, for truly it is more blessed to 
give than to receive. 

The presence of God’s Spirit in worship 
is more necessary or important than any 
or all else that we could mention. Other- 
wise there will not be much edification, 
increase or encouragement to worshipers. 
Where is the preacher or group of wor- 
shipers who can accomplish anything for 
God without faith, power and love? the 
three most effective helps, and they all 
must come from God, and God alone. 
Rom. 5:5 says, “And hope maketh not 
ashamed; because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost 
which is given unto us.” Then when the 
love of God is our treasured possession we 
find in Rom. 14:17, “For the kingdom 
of God is not meat and drink; but right- 
eousness and peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost.” The love of God and joy in the 
Holy Ghost in our lives is certainly worth 
holding on to in this wicked day. 

The convicting power of God’s Spirit, 
God’s first move toward the sinner, is 
something for which all mankind can 
thank and praise God, for without that 
no man can come unto God’ and find re- 
lief from his burden of sin. When the 
Holy Spirit is allowed to have His way 
in our services, conviction will invariably 
follow. 

When I was a rebellious sinner God’s 
Spirit completely left me for eighteen 
years. Ever since I was twelve years old 
I really had a desire to be good for I had 
a dear old praying mother who taught 
me about Jesus and always warned me to 
shun bad company. As years went by, 
in my own strength I did my best to live 
a moral life but my heart was heavy. I 
finally got on a train and traveled many 
miles to attend a tent meeting, fully ex- 
pecting ‘to go to the altar. During the 
service many got saved, healed, and bap- 
tized.in. water, but. conviction never re- 
turned to me. I came home feeling worse 
than ever and when praying out of sheer 
principle, I found it hard to get God to 


return and strive with my heart again as 
He had often done in my younger days. 
I had found to my own sorrow that He 
will not always strive with man. Finally, 
after much prayer, God graciously came 
to my rescue while I was kneeling on the 
carpet in my bedroom before going to 
work. That was in May, 1916.

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Question: In Matt. 13:24-30, it says 
the tares will be found in bundles first, 
for the fire. We teach, first the rapture 
or catching away the good. Please explain 
this seeming contradiction—D. H. D. 

Answer: In speaking of this particular 
parable, it must be noted that the be- 
ginning of verse 24 says, ““Another para- 
ble put he forth unto them, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is like unto a man 
which sowed good seed in his field.” The 
rapture is that which pertains to the 
Church and not to the kingdom, there- 
fore we must think of God’s dealing with 
the Jews during the tribulation in prep- 
aration for the kingdom of heaven upon 
the earth. The world here is both geo- 
graphical and ethnic, the earth world and 
also the world of men. The children of 
Jacob must pass through the tribulation 
for a refining. God has power to stop the 
antichrist and the armies of antichrist 
but command is given to leave all the 
seed of Satan alone until the final reap- 
ing. Then it will be that the antichrist is 
taken and his followers with him. This 
great defeat of Satan’s forces is the battle 
of Armageddon, after which shall be the 
judgment of the nations and the final set- 
ting up of the kingdom of God upon the 
earth. It is thought by some that this par- 
able parallels the scripture in Matthew 
24:40, “Then shall two be in the field; 
the one shall be taken, and the other left. 
Two women shall be grinding at the mill; 
the one shall be taken, and the other left.” 
Verses 27 and 28 state that this coming 
of the Son of man will be like the days 
of Noah. The bad were taken away and 
the good were left. These seem to have 
been taken by the judgment of God at 
the end of the tribulation, leaving only 
those who have stood true to God. Since 
the two parables in Matthew are differ- 
ent, in one case the seed being good seed 
and in the other case the seed being evil, 
it is probable that in the rapture the good 
could be taken first, leaving the evil upon 
the earth, but at the final clash of the 
forces of God and the forces of Satan in 
the battle of Armageddon, the evil are to 
be taken and the good left. 


Question: What did Jesus mean when 
He told Peter, “I will give unto thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven: and 
whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth shall 
be bound in heaven: and whatsoever thou 
shalt loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven”? Did Peter have any more power 
than the rest of the apostles?—M. A. 

Answer: The keys spoken of are not 
the keys of the Church but the keys of

Evangelist 
Tharpe who has been far from well for 
some time, writes to say that while she has 
not been able to attend many meetings 
for some time, owing to illness, yet the 
Lord has not forgotten Fore Hill Assem- 
bly, and during the month of November 
fifteen earnest seekers went to the altar 
in the meetings there.

I have not written for some time but 
the Lord is working in such a precious 
way here I know you will all be glad to 
hear about it. We have been having our 
battles but He has been giving glorious 
victories also. 

At San Cristobal we are having a con- 
stant revival. A real burden of prayer for 
lost souls in the hearts of the precious be- 
lievers has had the result of fifteen saved, 
five sanctified, and numbers waiting on 
the Lord for the baptism of the blessed 
Holy Ghost. On service nights our chapel 
is packed; on free nights we are having 


services at different homes in other lo- 
calities. One poor man who has been out 
of his mind for several years and con- 
sidered dangerous, was visited and prayed 
with many times and about two weeks 
ago he was present at our night service, 
restored, healed and saved. “Jesus the 
same yesterday, today and forever.” To 
Him be all the praise and glory. 


In the same service a lad, Gaspar Cas- 
tro from Chiquimula (the town where 
our believers from Chuicaca are married 
and hold a service after the marriage 
ceremony) gave a precious testimony. In 
it he said he was the only one in the town 
who was saved and knew the joy of full 
salvation. His people were all witch doc- 
tors and they threatened to kill him if 
he did not give up the gospel. You should 
have heard him quote scripture. There 
were so many paper markers in his Bible 
that it looked fringed. He said, “These 
truths from God’s Word give me strength 
and courage to be true to God.” The 
blessing of God came down upon all in 
the service. Truman said, “God is going 
to make a worker of that boy, to minis- 
ter to the péople of his own town.” He 
asked us all to pray for him. I am passing 
his request on to the Evangel family. You 
will be glad to know that our believers 
of Chuicaca are building a chapel at Chi- 
quimula at the preesnt time. Soon the 
Word of God will be preached regularly.

When husband advised them it was bet- 
ter to suffer with Jesus and pray for the 
ones who were the cause of the injustice, 
one of them spoke up and said eternal life

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Another Great Soldier Has Fallen 


His tenement of clay couldn’t hold 
him any longer, so he has moved over 
on the golden street to his mansion, which 
you have for years heard him testify to 
having. Brother Looney was eighty-four 
years of age—ten years older than Broth- 
er Efford E. Haynes, who preceded him

just a few weeks. As the years passed 
by, Brother Looney’s life was sweeter 
every day. This saint of God stayed in 
readiness for this call. All who knew him 
loved him for God was in his life. Just 
before the last General Assembly, Brother 
Locney wrote me (although his hand was 
very unsteady), informing me that ke 
had been sick and that if he missed the 
Assembly, it would be the first one ke 
had missed in many, many years. I wrote 
him that we were praying for him and 
hoped that he could attend. God touched 
his body. He came. During the aged min- 
isters’ service I requested h'm to testify, 
and he did so gladly. His testimony has 
been a great blessing to me, parts of 
which I have told in many states. His 
gedly life has been a blessing and inspir- 
ation to thousands. His firm convicticn 
of a defin'te call, to which he testified 
even when he was far too weak physical- 
ly to continue his ministry, expressed viv- 
idly the inward urge, until all of us other 
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ministers felt that we must go with great- 


‘er determination, if possible, to do the ad- 


ditional work he desired to do when he 
just couldn’t. 


Brother Looney was licensed as an 
evangelist on October 11, 1915 and was 
promoted to the office of bishop on Au- 
gust 26, 1936. In December, 1939, he 
was placed on the aged ministers’ list and 
received compensation from that fund 
until the time of his death. 

He leaves among his children two min- 
isters—one a Methodist minister and one, 
T. J. Looney, a Church of God minister, 
who said to me at the funeral, ‘Oh, 
Brother Walker, if only I could be the 
godly man and precious minister my fa- 
ther has been before me, I would be so 
glad!” 

There were two funeral services con- 
ducted for him—one at the Church of 
God at Berryton, Georgia, where Rev. 
S. W. Latimer and Brother Shelton Brock, 
pastor, and the writer took part. The 
building was crowded with a large num- 
ber of ministers in attendance at both 
funerals. After the service at Berryton, 
Georgia, the remains were taken to the 
Methodist church in Atco, Georgia, where 
two Methodist ministers and the writer 
took part in the service. Unfortunately, 
I have misplaced my notes and cannot 
give the names of the Methodist minis- 
ters; but I wish to say this: “I have never 
heard more beautiful, lovelier, or more 
praiseworthy compliments made of any- 
one than those made by the Methodist 
minister of our precious Brother Looney. 
Brother Looney had been in his home 
many times. He said that when Father 
Looney came, his wife almost always 
spoiled the dinner, trying to cook dinner 
and listen to Brother Looney talk at the 
same time; and then, when they would 
come to the meal, Brother Looney would 
begin by attempting to return thanks, 
but always this resulted in a special bless- 
ing from God, ending in shouts of praise 
and thanksgiving to God through blind- 
ing tears. 

Brother Looney enjoyed shouting the 
victory, even to the last. One week be- 
fore he died, he attended the revival in 
Berryton, and while the saints sang, 
“There Will Be Shouting on the Hills of 
Glory,” he danced and shouted with his 
granddaughter for about two minutes. 


Realizing that his last had come, he wrote 
a few words of admonition to his chil- 
dren. Among the last things he said was, 
“Come on, children, meet me in heaven.” 
He mentioned further that there would 
be an exchange “and what a happy ex- 
change!” 

I believe that he received the largest 
and most beautiful floral expression of 
appreciation that I have seen in many a 
day. May God bless the memory of our 
precious brother and may it encourage 
the ministers who are now in the battle 
and persuade many others to catch a vi- 
sion as did our Brother Looney, and spend 
a profitable life in the ministry of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 

One who loved this godly life and the 
precious testimony of this saint of God.
